ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS 

To be admitted to a California Community College, one must com- 
plete the registration procedures established by that college 
and meet one of the following qualifications: 

1. Be a high school graduate 

2. Be 18 years of age, or older, and able to 
profit by instruction 

3. Be an apprentice 16 years of age, or older 

TUITION 

For California Residents -
